WASHINGTON, NOV. 10 (AP)-LLOYD BARENBLATT, 36, WHO FOUGHT A LONG 
LOSING LEGAL BATTLE TO AVOID GOING TO JAIL FOR CONTEMPT OF CONGRESS, 
SURRENDERED TODAY TO BEGIN A SIX-MONTHS SENTENCE. 

BARENBLATT, A FORMER TEACHER AT VASSAR COLLEGE, STILL HAS PENDING 
A MOTION FOR A REDUCTION OF HIS SENTENCE. 

CHIEF JUDGE DAVID A. PINE OF U.S. DISTRICT COURT SAID THAT 
MOTION WOULD HAVE TO BE HEARD BY JUDGE ALEXANDER HOLTZOFF, WHO 
SENTENCED BARENBLATT IN MARCH 1955. IN ADDITION TO THE S1X-MONTHS 
JAIL TERM, BARENBLATT WAS FINED $250. 

BARENBLATT’S LONG LEGAL FIGHT ENDED IN JUNE, 1958, WHEN THE
